A Chicago and Alton Train Attacked by 
Masked Men. 


— 


The Express Messenger Knocked Down 
and the Sate Rifled, 


The Less Not Over 810.000. and the Rob- 
bers Being Pursued—Fifteen Thou 
tand Dollars Offered for 
the Highwaymen 


The follcwing dispatch was received after 
midnight last night through the Associated 
Press: 7 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., October 8.—The Chicago 
and Alton train, whieh leaves this city at 6:40 
P. m., was robbed of its express money this 
fifteen miles east of tae 
city. The train was stopped by about 
twenty masked men, who kept upa continual 
firing while the messenger’ 8s safe was deing 
robbed. The messenger was knocked dewn. 
but not seriously hurt. Fifty thousand dollars 
is the estimated loss. The agent at Glendale 
is missing. 


This was all the information that could be 


had last evening. Tne train referred 
to had a sleeper for St. Louis, 
but it seems that but few passengers came 
through to this city. The train divides at Rood-~ 
house, part going to Chicago and part coming 
here. The express messenger the baggage 
master and the conductor, leaving on this train 
go through to Chicago. So. that it was 
impossible to see anybody {here 
to-day who knew anything ot 
the robbery except a few passengers. The 
most reliable information comes through Mr. 
ur ker, the agent ofthe U.S. Express Com- 
pany in this city. 
WHERE THE ROBBERY OCCURRED. 

Glendale, the place where the robbery took 
place, is a flag station just east of inaepena- 
ance on the Chicago and Alton Ruiiroad. 
Probably not over twenty-five pe „pie 
live at the place. It is situated in a rough por- 
tion of the country, and is a capital placé fora 
robbery such as was carried out last evening. 
The trains do not stop there except when sig- 
nuled by the agent. 

Yesterdsay evening the train arrived at len- 
dale about 7 o'clock, It was just growing a 
little dark, ‘Lhe train was signaled 
and came to abait, the conductor and envineer 
having no idea of what was about to occur.

Scenes About the Court-house. 

Looking toward the Court house dome betore 
the procession started, only dim outlines of the 
pile could be distinguished. There seemed to be 
a black mass inthe air in that direction, but 
whether it was a cloud or a haze an observer 
two squares awav could not distinguish.

The wholesale merchants were 
ureatiy gratified at the manner imewhich their 
customers locked into them and made them 
selves at home in their esta iishments, 
to wirich the visitors were as welcome as the 
dayislongorthe sun is bright. Their books 
make up un excellent showing in consequence, 
und for the next fortnight their clerks will be 
kept busy during extra hours packing the 
consignivents which have been ordered tor 
shipment. It impossible to esti- 
mate in dollars and cents the good 
which has resulted to all classes of Dusiness 
from the Fair and Exposition and the grand 
pageant of the Veiled Prophets. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been added to the 
wealth of enterprising citizens. And not only 
is the influence of the strangers to be telt 
for the present imwerely; it will continue 
throughout the year, only ina less demon- 
strative way, to receive atresh boom next Oc- 
tober again, when new thousands will flock in 
to ugain witness the sights.

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IN A MISSOURI CAVE, 


A Visit to aGreat National Wonder in Rip-

On the morning of the 20th your humble ser- 
vant with his host, the genial Smith Jordan, 
started for the Saltpeter Cave, which is situa 
ted on Great Barren Creck, about three miles 
from mouth, or about two and one-half 
miles trom whatis known as the Mabrey mill.

We explored as far as our torches would per- 
mit, and started back for sunlight, stopping to 
collect some specimens which we brought away 
with us as trophies of the trip. 

I think the name Saltpeter was given to the 
cave on account of the crystal formations tound 
inthecave.

The a in the cave was delightful—cool and 
pure. Alter reaching the outer world agin, 
wecompared notes, and concluded we had 
been three-tourths of a mile inte the bowels of 
the earth, and well pleasedwith our trip.
